T im C ah lw ell 
of T error. 
The true history of the fierce war which 
was waged in Caldwell, Kas., a few weeks 
ago between the li<pior men and the pro- 
liibitionists has not heretofore been pub­ 
lished. 
The fight was especially directed 
against Mr. C. E. Blair, editor of the J'ree 
P n m , a prohibition paper, and against the 
men who were endeavoring to enforc« the 
i)rohibition laws. 
It led to the binning of 
Blair's hoxise and the ii;inging of one of the 
leaders of a mob who had interfered in the 
arrest of Cherokee Bill, a bar ten<Ier in “ The 
Tiger.” 
Mr. F. W. CUendinning, who was 
foreman of the Free Prefo i, to-day gave the 
following history of the fight; 
“ BLairs house burned down Aug. 30. His 
son Mjirion was in the Stock Exchange bank 
and one day 'J’ell Walton, manager and editor 
of the Caldwell Ju n rn a l, 
stej)ped in. 
No 
sooner hiul Mr. AValton stc}>ped in than he 
was followed by Frank SToyes who took him 
to task for remarks mnde in his paper in re­ 
gard to the Imrning of ULiir s house a few 
days previ<ms. 
On tlie outside stood several 
of Noyes’s crowd reiwly to back him. 
Marion 
Blair pulled down on Idm and ordered liim to 
“ le tu p ,” 
That was the beginning of the 
trouble 
in 
Caldwell. 
Shortly 
afterward 
the deputy sheriff of Sumner coimty came to 
Caldwell with wairants for the arrest of cer­ 
tain parties. 
He went to Dave Sharp’s bil­ 
liard hall, “ The Tig er,” wlücli is situated in 
the re.-i.r of Wrenmore's billiard room, and 
arrested Cherokee Bill, bartender at “ The 
Tiger,” and took him to the Southwestern 
hotel to to hold him until train time. 
In the 
meantime Mr. J . AV. Boss, one of Caldwell’s 
])rominent citizens and meml>er of the coun­ 
cil, went to George lìiley, ma.yor, and told 
him that he had better st,nd for Bedford 
Wood, 
the 
marshal, 
as 
he 
thought 
there 
would 
be 
trouble 
when 
the 
of­ 
ficer 
tried 
to 
talco 
his 
prisoner 
to 
Wellington. 
Instead of doing so he went to 
Bedford Wood and told him to keep away 
from the train. 
The deputy slieriff took his 
prisoner to the train and was met by an 
armed mob of twenty men, who with drawn 
revolvers refused to allow the sheriff’ to take 
his prisoner to Wellington. 
!Mayor Hi ley. 
accompanied by !Mr. Coulson. went to the 
depot and found that the mol> had corraled 
the sheriff' with his i'irisoner in the baggage- 
room, 
and 
instead 
of 
ordering 
the 
mod 
to 
disperse 
and 
assisting 
the 
officer, 
he 
(» rdered 
the 
prisoner to 
be 
taken back to the hotel. 
About dark lie went 
to the hotel and ordered the prisoner taken 
to the calaboose, allowing a man who was a 
friend of the iirisonor to sleep with him; 
and the marshal gave him the keys with or­ 
ders to turn them over to the sheriff of Sum­ 
ner county, who had been telegraphed for. 
Some time in the night the crowd went t*) the 
jail, and taking the keys away from the man 
who had charge of the prisoner, turned him 
loose. In about a week the sheriff' came from 
Wellington 
and 
arrested 
the mob 
of 
twenty men, 
including 
the 
mayor, 
for 
rioting, 
who 
were 
placed 
under bond 
to appear in court. 
Shortly afterwards they 
began sending anonymous and threatening 
notes to Deputy Sheriff' William Lee and my­ 
self, and threatened to burn out Mr. Boss for 
going on the bond of the officer who arrested 
Cherokee Bill. 
About a week later I received nnofher an­ 
onymous letter'which read, ‘We do not wish 
to haim you, but you must leave.’ 
I paid no 
attention to it. 
That was on Friday. On Sat­ 
urday Mr. Blair being away from home Mr. 
Scott ctvme to me and 
asked

what

out, 
that evening at about 7;.*»(> as ^ir. Scott and 
Mrs. Blair were talking together, they thought 
they heard a noise and going to the rear of 
the house found a man within tw'enty feet of 
them who turned aud ran to his horse, which 
was standing at the giite, and firing one shot 
at Mr. Scott rode r.ipidly away. 
The best 
citizens of the town recognized the fact that 
something had to be done to remedy the 
affairs in Caldwell. 
I received a letter on Sat- 
unlay telling me that if I favored the fonning 
of a vigilance committeti to go to a certain 
place, 
but I couldn’t do so on account 
of my M’ife’s health, and Sunday morning a 
young man w ho had been staying at rny house 
found a note under the front door, stating that 
was the last warning I would receive: that 1 
must leave Caldwell. 
Sunday afternoon I 
handed the note to Marion Blair, who wished 
to show' it to the, deputy sheriff'. 
1 <lid not 
see Blair until Monday, and he was iu com­ 
pany with Mayor lliley. 
1 called Marion and 
asked him for the note I had received the 
previous day. 
He asked permission to show 
it to the mayor, which I granted, and Marion 
told the mayor in my presence that he nnist 
stop such proceedings. 
The mayor hesitated 
and said he would do Mliat he could, when 
Marion told him he must oi-der certiin }>ar- 
ties to leave town. 
On the following morn­ 
ing Frank Noyes was found, dead at the stock 
yards, with a ticket stating he had been hung 
for house burning and warning others of his 
class 
to 
leave 
town, 
which 
some 
of them spedily did. 
Othei-s who remained 
are now protected by tho mayor at the expense 
of the city. 
I left Caldwell and took n:y 
wife to Muldane, and returned to Caldwell. 
In the meantime the law and order leagtie. 
c« '>m])rising the best men of (’aldwell and vi­ 
cinity. had been organized. 
On Wednesday 
night. Dec. 2 3 , while working in the office 
with two boys, 1 heard somebody (iome to the 
door, but pud no attention to it. thinking 
it was parties on the op[)osite side of the hall. 
In al» out five minutes afterwards a man came 
to the door and tried to see if it was locked. 
I gnd)bed my revolver and nskod who was 
there. 
I threw open the door nnd brought 
him into the office, and when closing the dofu- 
found another note ordering me to leave 
tawn. 
I held him up aud found that he was 
a brother-in-law of ]\lr. J . K. Griffith nnd 
was all right. 
I went to 
Mulvane and 
said 
over 
Christmas.

On Thursday I was told in the most forcible 
manner that I must leave town, stating they 
would give me time enough to move my 
household goods. 
I left, and the following 
Monday a mass meeting of the citizens was 
held at the-o}>era house, which proved to t>e 
merely a light for the supiiression of the

l)v the whisky n)en. 
Dr. Lucas, 
pastt)r of the Presbyteiian church, told me at 
Mulvane that everybody expc'-ted to have a 
big fight at that meeting, but everyihing 
}>assed off pleasantly and things are quiet at 
Caldwell at present, althcmgh the whisky men 
threaten to barn the town before they lcu\e.

Aldermuu Ford said he conr^id -red this a 
movement for the g^'od of the 1 )emoci-;iiic 
party. 
AMerm^al Davidson süid that a 1^-publicau 
had handed him the resolution aud he had in­ 
troduced itsinijdy to gf't the mailer before the 
council. 
After some further discussion that part of 
the resolution im^tructing the city counselor to 
prepare an ordinance was stricken (>ut, after 
which the resolution was adopted. 
The cit3' engineer was in.structed by resolu­ 
tion to ascertain whether the slot for the grip 
of the cable cars was wider than the ordinance 
permitted. 
An ordinance to 'widen Eighteenth street 
from ^lain street to Indiana a\enue was 
called up, and J udge Parsons, who represents 
some of the property owners, was permitted 
to address the council. 
He stated that nine 
out of ten of the property owners did not 
want the street widened and are getting along 
very well with“ CoiTigan's mule cars,*’ 
He 
said if a cable line was built on the street os it 
now is, he for one would be willing to give 
]\Ir. CoiTigan a quit claim deed to 
tv, and he believed every man on the sf! 
would be wiHiug to do the same thing. 
Several members of the council spoke u}X)ii 
the ordinance and a motion was mnde to 
again refer it to the street aud alley commit­ 
tee but it received uo second. 
An effort wud 


also made to have an ordinance prepared em- 
l>odying the extension of the street from In­ 
diana avenue to the city limits with the one 
for widening the street, but certain members 
claimed that the extension would require a 
separate ordijiance.
